In addition, 
the Director of Central Intelligence serves as intelligence advisor to the National Security 
Council, Chairman of the Intelligence Advisory Committee, C hair man of the United States 
Communications Intelligence Board, and member of the Operations Coordinating Board. 

The Deputy Director of Central Intelligence assists the Director in the performance of his 
duties and acts as the Director in the absence of the latter. He also serves as Ch&tr mtn 0 f 
the Watch Committee, a permanent subcommittee of the Intelligence Advisory Committee.
